We must accept 
the fact that wheels are here to stay. We must plan 
— dilligently and realistically — our highways and 
bridges, modify our motors, to give the greatest pos- 
sible protection to the environment and the greatest 
possible transportation to society as a whole as it 


grows and moves.

Agriculture and the California — 
Department of Agriculture in an — 


effort to forestall an outbreak of a 


the disease in California, and to 
prevent its spread from Texas 
where it appeared in July. 
Mandatory vaccination 
programs are also being set up in 


New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, and 
Arizona. 


Horse owners are responsible 
for getting their animals to a 
veterinarian, or to a clinic if 
clinics are set up; there is no 
charge to horse owners for the 
vaccination, which must be done 
by licensed veterinarians. 

The vaccination - only a 
single shot is required - is for the 
Venezuelan strain of the disease, 
and does not protect against 
western equine encephalomyeli- 
tis. 

VEE is carried by mosquitos, 
and possibly other insects, and 
may possibly be passed from _ 
animal to animal. It is a serious, 
although not usual fatal, disease 
in humans. 

The disease moved into Texas 
from Mexico and South 
American countries where it has 
existed for years. 

Further information on 
availability of vaccine and. 
vaccination procedure in Tulare 
county may come out of a 
meeting of the Tulare County 
Veterinarian Medical association 
tonight in Visalia.

lish Says Sign Ordinance Varies Little 
From Existing Regulations 


PORTERVILLE — Sign 
ordinances presently governing 
Porterville merchants and 
businessmen are actually a 
compilation of three existing 
ordinances, with little variation 
in detail from the city’s 
recently-proposed. sign 
ordinance, according to Gary 
Irish, city planner. 

Irish reported to Porterville 
city planning commission 
members last week that signs are 
presently controlled by zoning 
ordinances, by a regulation 
governing banners across public 
right-of-ways, and sign 
construction guidelines used in 
determining materials and 
electrical specifications for 
lighted signs. 

He said that with the 
following three exceptions, this 
compilation of existing 
ordinances covers everything 
that the proposed ordinance 
would cover: 

The new ordinance would 
add regulations to zones not 
previously covered; would 
regulate maximum size and 
number of signs permitted; and 
most importantly, said Irish, 
contains an abatement clause for 
non-conforming signs. 

Irish also submitted a letter 
from Frank Sheldon, 
superintendent of property 
maintenance division for the city 
of Fresno.

She said legislators who met 
fith her on a recent trip to 
actamento seemed appalled 
at the Delano workers were 
ctually going hungry, and that 
‘some Delano farmers were afraid 
to allow their workers to go to 
Sacramento to tell their story. 
~The farmers, she said, told 
workers their jobs would not be 
secure if they make the trip to 
Sacramento. 

“If this is not suppression,” 

‘she said, “‘if this is not violence, 
if this is not a form of 
intimidation, then I don’t know 
what is. If farmers and workers 
continue to put up with 
suppression of free speech, they 
have had it.” 
Mrs. Mendoza emphasized 
that farmers must inform their 
workers of UFWOC tactics and 
goals, and that the Wood-Cory 
bill must be pushed until it 
becomes legislation.

addressing 600 to 800 farm 
workers on the state capitol 
lawn. 

Mrs. Chalko stated that “fear 
has set in and paralyzed the state 
of California.” She said that fear 
of UFWOC is making slaves of 
both farmers and farm workers. 

Making a comparison that 
Mason later pointed out was 
invalid, Mrs. Chalko said the 
UFWOC take-over follows the 
pattern of communist take-over 
in Russia. Mason rebutted later 
saying ‘‘this is not Russia, this is 
the United States, and the two 
are far removed from each 
other.” 

Mrs. Chalkos said if there was 
doubt in anyone’s mind as to 
Chavez’s communist affiliations, 
they need only read the 13th 
report of the Un-American 
Activities committee, which 
clearly names many UFWOC and 
Chavez workers as being 
card-carrying communists. 

‘‘Basically, what we are 
asking for,” said Mrs. Chalko, “is 
the right to get the crops picked 
in an orderly manner; the right 
for workers to get to and from 
the fields without harassment; 
and the right to secret ballot 
elections along with elimination 
of the illegal secondary boycott. 

“Ym tired of having other 
people doing my thinking and 
acting for me,” she said. “It’s 
too bad we have to go to

our legislators are paid to do. 
Apparently these demonstration 
politics are what is effective 
today, so this is what we will 
use.” 
“Learning that three phone 
calls from Hubert Humphrey to 
key people in Sacramento had 
temporarily taken the Cory bill 
out of committee, Mrs. Chalkos 
said she had become further 
infuriated while in Sacramento. 
“What right does Humphrey 
have to call from Washington, 


D.C. and tell our legislators what - 


to do? I thought this was a 
democratic government for the 
people, but this is not 
democracy.” 

Mrs. Chalkos concluded by 
telling the farmer-businessmen 
group about anti-picket tactics 
that are working in other 
sections of the state. 

She called for volunteers 
from the audience to join the 
“Flying Farmers,” who would 
fly to the aid of any farmer in 
the state being harassed by 
picketers. These men, she said, 
would stand between pickets 
and workers, using amplified 
taped music to drown out 
obscenities from the pickets, and 
would use cameras and tape 
recorders in gathering evidence 
of UFWOC tactics for possible 
later court action. 

Final speaker for the evening 
was Mel O’Campo, head of the 
Visalia branch of American 
Agri-Business consultants. 
O’Campo stated that he was a 
former member of the Chicano 
movement before realizing it was 
un-American and aimed at 
“moving the youth of the nation 
toward socialism.” 

He said he had also worked 
with Chavez several years ago in 
the Community Service

organization in Santa Maria, and 
therefore was very much aware 
of the type of individual FEB 
was up against. 

O’Campo said his 
organization has the necessary 
legal consultants, an experienced 
staff, and proven plans for either 
forming or breaking up unions. 
These services, he said, are at the 
disposal of FEB. 

Also effective, he added, is 
the Green Card program, which 
explains clearly in both Spanish 
and English, what a worker’s 
Tights are in case of UFWOC 
harassment. He said his staff is 
also bilingual, and would talk to 
the workers in person if 
necessary. 

Business conducted at the 
end of the meeting included 
election of Al Childress, 
Porterville, as FEB vice 
chairman, and Carol Bliano as 
secretary to replace acting 
secretary Mary Berra. 

Another meeting of the FEB 
is scheduled for tonight at 8:00 
p-m. in the Rockford school. 
Adoption of by-laws will be the 
primary order of business.

He said funds for the 
camp ate low and donations 
of lumber, water storage 
‘tanks and heaters, and other 
equipment would be 
welcomed.

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and it was with this major effort 
in mind that Ribeiro went to 
Sacramento Tuesday to confer 
with Bob Moretti, speaker of the 
State Assembly. 

“We ‘won our point, all 
right,” Ribeiro says. “We got the 
bill brought back, but it had 
been amended to take out the 
provisions outlawing the 
secondary boycott and providing 
for free, secret elections for farm 
workers in connection with 
union organization. 

“This meant that the Cory 
bill is worthless, and farmers and 
farm workers are again left with 
no legislation and with no 
suitable bill,” Ribeiro says, 
adding, “Moretti said he did not 
know the bill was going to be 
amended; Cory was not 
available.” 

Ribeiro says that skirmishes 
in Sacramento during the past 
several days did prove two 
points: Enough agricultural-area 
strength was generated to force 
reconsideration of the Cory bill, 
and, as Ribeiro says, “We have 
united farmers more than ever 
before in California.” 

Farmers and dissatisfied farm 
workers were present in great 
numbers to work for fair farm 
labor legislation, Ribeiro said on 
returning from Sacramento, 
including many women. 

“Now we need leadership 
that will unite all farm 
organizations in California, and 
all interested individuals,” 
Ribeiro says. ‘“‘It is this 
leadership that the Associated 
Farmers of Tulare County 
intend to provide.” 

While in Sacramento Ribeiro 
also conferred with Lt. Governor 
Ed. Reinecke, who assured him 
that he is for farmers and for 
legislation that will protect 
farmers against the secondary 
boycott and will provide for the 
secret ballot in farm labor union 
elections. 

*“‘But we’re outnumbered 
now,” he said. 

Ribeiro predicts one of “the 
biggest fights ever” in the next 
session of the state legislature - 
after the first of the year. 

“There is nothing we can do 
right now,” he said, “except to 
get organized, get our farm bill 
prepared, and get ready to 
fight.” 

Ribeiro will again go to 
Sacramento soon to talk with — 
Governor Ronald Reagan; also 
he is being invited to farm 
Organization meetings — 
throughout the San Joaquin 
valley.
